growth of the nation and its 
rising sta ndard of liv ing.” 
Smith 
predicted 
the long- 
run housing trend a fter 19 59 
will be “ stea dily upwa rd for 
a long time to com e.” 
“ Growth at first ma y be rel­ 
a tiv ely slow, but we estima te 
that by 19 68 , 
housing starts 
should be at a susta ined annual 
ra te of a round 1.430.000 . . , 
W’e may well hit higher pea ks.”

In these and other 
p articulars they conform to the 
I common American “p attern.” 
The detailed scientific study 
was under the ausp ices of the 
Yale (Univ ersity ) Center of Al- 
I coholic Studies. 


PURPOSE STATED 
The p urp ose of the study 
was stated succinctly -by Mark 
! Keller, editor of the comp lete 
rep ort 
p ublished 
by 
Yale: 
“That dnnking must p recede 
alcoholism is obv ious,” he said. 
“Equally obv ious but not al­ 
way s sufficiently considered is 
the fact that drinking is not 
necessarily followed by alco­ 
holism.” 
The Americans of Italian de­ 
scent were both taller and fat­ 
ter than the Italians; they had 
had more education and had a 
higher standard of liv ing. They 
were “heav y eaters” by and 
large while the Italians were 
"moderate 
eaters” 
and 
also 
monotonous eaters. The Ameri­ 
cans were “irregular, sp oradic” 
eaters. 


PROTECTIONS LOST 
The rep ort found that the 
drinking behav ior of Italians 
“p rov ides a v ariety of p rotec­ 
tions against some dangerous 
effects of alcoholic bev erage.” 
But when Italians become Am­ 
ericans these p rotections are 
! lost. The study traced increas­ 
ing degrees of loss in first, sec­ 
ond. and third generation Italo- 
Americans. 
It gav e emp hasis to the p sy - 
j chological 
side of American 
drinking. In Italy , this side is 
minor, since wine is a food, like 
any food. But in America, “The 
1 custom of using alcoholic bev ­ 
erages sep arately from other 
; food 
items— notably 
at 
the 
j cocktail hour— is linked with 
a search for the p sy chological 
I effects of alcohol.” And this 
j “cannot fail to fav or those con­ 
ditions which are conduciv e to 
intox ication and the ex cessiv e 
i use of alcohol.”

Russians Promised Paradise' By 197 0 


MOSCOW 
(J0— 'The 
Soviet 
government today promised its 
people the highest living stand­ 
ards in the world by 1970. 
The promise was made in a 
report 
on 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev’s seven-year eco­ 
nomic plan which was approv­ 
ed Wednesday by the Commun­ 
ist Party Central Committee. 


The plan for the years 


1959-1965 
calls for an 80 per 


cent increase in Russian in­ 
dustrial production. This will 


enable the Communist bloc 
to produce more than half 
the world’s industrial goods 
in 1965, 
compared with about 


one-third 
now, 
the 
report 


claimed. 


This “ will provide a real 
foundation for overtaking and 
out-stripping per capita pro­ 
duction in the United States” 
by 1970, according to the re­ 
port. 
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Bv 1970 or possibly earlier.) 
the report adds, “ the U.S.S.R. j 
will take first place in the 
world both for absolute volume 
of production and for per capi­ 
ta production, which will in­ 
sure the highest living stand­ 
ards in the world.” 
Such economic success would 
prove the absolute superiority 


of communism over capitalism, 
the report declared. 
The report will be delivered 
at the 
21st 
party congress, 
scheduled for next January. 
At a date not yet announced it 
will be presented to the Su­ 
preme Soviet, Russia's parlia­ 
ment, for certain approval. 


The seven-year plan was 


sentcd as part of a 15-year 
development program which 
“ provides the necessary con­ 
ditions to be created for com­ 
pleting the transition to com­ 
munism.” 
The 
report 
re­ 
frains from promising a date 
for the Soviet millenium of 
pure communism in which 
each contributes according 
to his ability and is rewarded 
onv according to need. 


The report touches on almost 
all phases of Russian life, from 
Khrushchev’s new work-plus- 
study educational system to 
expansion of airlines. 
But pri­ 
mary emphasis is placed on 
heavy industry. 
The volume of state capital 
investments during the next 
seven years will almost equal 
capital investments in the 41 
years 
of 
Communist 
rule, 


Khrushchev said. 
At the same time he prom­ 
ised a better life to the more 
than 200 million Russians. The 
real incomes of factory and of­ 
fice workers will increase an 
average of 40 per cent and of 
collective farmers by no less 
than 40 per cent, the report 
said. 
Improvements 
in 
pensions 
and health service plus alle­ 
viation of the housing short­ 
age also were promised. 


The 
report 
says, 
“ The 


U.S.S.R. will have the world’s 
shortest working day 
and 


working week.” 


The 
official 
news 
agency 
Tass issued three versions of 
how this will be accomplished. 
Avoiding flat commitment, 
two versions said a five-day 
work week “ is suggested 
for 
factory 
and 
office 
workers, 
who will number 66 million in 
1965. 
A third version said 
that for those working six or 
seven hours a day, “ a five- 
day working week, with two 
days off a week, is to be intro­ 
duced” at an unspecified time, 
but presumably within the sev­ 
en-year plan.

- MOSCOW W — Nikolai Bul­ 
ganin today was publicly brand­ 
ed an enemy of the Communist 
Party after serving in its high 
command almost since the 1917 
revolution. 
The former Soviet premier, 
already reduced to a minor pro­ 
vincial job, was expected to be 
stripped soon of membership 
in the party’s Central Commit­ 
tee— his last claim to import­ 
ance.

The denunciation of Bulga­ 
nin was contained almost cas­ 
ually in a report on the Soviet 
seven-year 
economic 
plan of 
P r e m i e r Nikita Khruschev, 
once 
Bulganin's 
comrade 
in 
government. The report was is­ 
sued after a meeting Wednes­ 
day of the Central Committee. 
Moscow radio said the report 
mentioned “ the exposure and 
routing of the anti-party group 
of Malenkov, Kaganovich. Molo­ 
tov, Bulganin and Shepilov who 
joined them, who slid down the 
road to faction-splitting activ­ 
ity.” 
This was the first time that 
the name of the ailing 63-year- 
old Bulganin had been included 
as a member of “ the anti-party 
group.” 
The other four were 
ousted from partv 
leadership 
in late June, 1957, on charges 
of collusion and intrigue.

It was no t the kind o f bill 
which satisfied all the adv o ­ 
cates o f civ il rights by any 
means. Bu t getting it thro u gh 
witho u t a So u thern filibu ster,

was inev itable. 


It was also a fo o t in the 
do o r, o p ening the way fo r 
mo re legislatio n o f the same 
kind later. 


BOTH PARTIES — hig hly 
sensitiv e to the imp o rtance

dare face the v o ters in 19 6 0 
witho u t so me reco rd o f civ il 
rights legislatio n in these nex t 
two y ears. 


The leadership in bo th p ar­ 
ties may think it p o litically 
wiser to p o stp o ne su ch legis­ 
latio n u ntil 19 6 0.

Actress Says She Gained Maturity 


During 8 Months In Mental Clinic 


(La st o f a Series)

WESTPORT, 
Co n n . UP) — 
Gene Tierney’s eight months 
as a patient in a Topeka, Kan., 
mental clinic were the most im­ 
portant days in her life, the 
beautiful film star says. 


„ There Gene not only learned 
about the emotions which al­ 
most destroyed her in the midst 
of a flourishing career but also 
how to avoid such traps in the 
iuture. 
. “ I had never been ill before,” 
she says. “When I first began 
to feel that something was 
wrong, I kept my troubles—my 
anxieties and my fears—to my­ 
self.” 
Gene’s marriage to Oleg Cas­ 
sini ended in divorce in 1952. 
Her first child, Daria, is men­ 
tally retarded. These misfor­ 
tunes contributed to her men­ 
tal strain. By the time she went 
through her widely publicized 
romance with Aly Khan— a ro­ 
mance which came to nothing 
— she was already deep in the 
shadows. 


Her so lita ry strug g le with 
encro a ching 
menta l 
illness 
ta ug ht her, Gene sa y s, tha t a 
stiff upper lip ca nno t cure 
wo rsening menta l b r e a k - 
do wn, 
no r 
do es 
thro wing 
o neself into wo rk. 


“ It takes a long time to be­ 
come emotionally sick and it 
takes almost as long to get 
well,” she reflects. “ Mental ill- \ 
ness isn't like a virus attack. 
Recovery is like unraveling a 
Sweater: You take your life j 
apart stitch by stitch, and with 
the help of the doctor, study 
one part of the pattern and 
then another.” 
When she entered the clinic, j 
she expected it would take two j 
years to get well. Instead, she 
tiade such a fast convalescence 
that after six months of psychi- i 
atric counseling she graduated 
to a second seminar: One which 
taught her to live and work 
again. 
Discharged in mid-August, 
Gene has been assured by her 
doctors she is all right, able to 


return to the stage and to re­ 
sume 
the 
responsibility 
of 
bringing up her 10-year-old 
daughter, Tina. 


Miss Tierney so o n will re- I 
turn to Ho lly wo o d, to ma ke 
a telev isio n film v ersio n o f 
the pla y , “ A Do ll’s Ho use” 
which she wa s rehea rsing 
when menta l illness tempo r­ 
a rily ha lted her ca reer. 


“ I think the eight months 
gave me a maturity I lacked be­ 
fore,” she says. “And in my 
case maturity means not doing 
anything I feel I’m not up to. 
It means eliminating from my 
life people who affect me un­ 
pleasantly: it means to have no 
truck at all with those who up­ 
set me emotionally, who make 
me angry or frustrated or boil 
me up. I must not allow myself 
to get into situations where I 
feel trapped.” 
Meanwhile, at home in West­ 
port, Gene is leading a quiet 
life, broken occasionally by a 
visit or a date in New York. 
She is dieting off the last five 
pounds which will return her 
to her working weight of 118 
pounds, knitting and sewing a 
bit and restudying her lines in 
the adaptation of the I b s e n 
play. One memento of her ill­ 
ness is a framed watercolor in 
the hall of the charming Tier­ 
ney home.

Wafer Law 


Ready To Go 


SACRAMENTO (J*—A com­ 
promise state water law aimed 
at ending California’s prolong­ 
ed north-south water dispute 
has the approval of a legisla­ 
tive subcommittee represent­ 
ing both sides. 
The eight-man subcommittee 
unanimously approved the fifth 
draft of a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment yesterday, 
ending a year and a half of 
work in which numerous plans 
have been thrown out. 


MORE HURDLES 
The amendment still faces 
the full committee, the Legis­ 
lature and a vote of the people. 
A final answer would await the 
1960 election. 
The essentially simple plan 
would 
leave 
the 
details 
of 
water development up to the 
state Water Resources Depart­ 
ment, but keep the p u r s e 
strings in the Legislature. 
It also would set up the 
mammoth California w a t e r 
fund, a special fund to contain 
about 700 million dollars at the 
start and to be financed par­ 
tially by bond issues. 


NO GUARANTEE 
The amendment doesn't in­ 
clude the iron-clad guarantee 
of a fixed amount of water ask­ 
ed by rrtliny southerners. How­ 
ever, it keeps enough control 
in the hands of the south-domi­ 
nated Legislature that subcom­ 
mittee members are optimistic 
about its chances for passage. 
The next hurdle is the 18- 
man Joint Committee on Water 
Resources Problems, w h i c h 
meets in Sacramento Dec. 8. 


SUPPLY ASSURED 
The amendment includes a 
statement that “ No area of the 
state shall be deprived . . . of 
any water needed to satisfy the 
requirements of such area.” 
Under the proposed law, the 
D e p a r t m e n t of Water Re­ 
sources wTould submit a list of 
p r o j e c t s to the Legislature 
which could be rejected by a 
majority vote. If, not specifi­ 
cally 
rejected, 
the 
projects 
would be authorized automati­ 
cally after 30 days. 
In addition, the Legislature 
would have the right to initiate 
its own projects by a two-thirds 
vote of both houses.

A report on the “Young 
Nazi” subject, which first was 
reported in last Friday’s issue 
of the college newspaper, the 
Mariner, was presented to the 
board 
by college 
president, 
Ward H. Austin, it was learned. 
STATEMENTS DISAGREE 
The action climaxed several 
days of 
contradictory state­ 
ments as to whether such a 
five-member organization ac­ 
tually exists at the school. 
Saturday the Independent- 
Journal was told that the whole 
thing was “just a gag” by three 
students who refused to permit 
use of their names. 
Questioned about the execu­ 
tive session last night, Austin 
said he had no action to report. 
In reply to the question of 
whether 
the 
“Young 
Nazi” 
question was discussed. Austin 
said he felt it was principally 
an off-campus situation and 
one that was up to the parents.

Building Boom 


Predicted 


After 1959 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD — A 
New York economist predicted 
yesterday new housing starts 
in 1959 will remain at about 
this year’s level of 1.160.000 
units and then begin an up­ 
ward climb “for a long time to 
come.” 
Dr. George Cline Smith, vice 
president and economist of the 
F. W. Dodge Corp., spoke at 
the concluding session of the 
convention 
of 
the 
National 
Assn. of Real Estate Boards. 
“Frankly, we hope that our 
estimate turns out to be on the 
low side,” Smith said, “because 
a rate of 1,160,000 new housing 
units a year can only be char­ 
acterized as underbuilding. 
GREATEST FLAW 
“The greatest flaw in our 
national thinking on housing 
is the ‘magic-million unit psy­ 
chosis’—which is basically the 
idea that what was enough new' 
housing in 1925 is enough to­ 
day, ignoring completely the 
growth of the nation and its 
rising standard of living.” 
Smith predicted the long- 
run housing trend after 1959 
will be “steadily upward for 
a long time to come.” 
“Growth at first may be rel­ 
atively slow, but we estimate 
that by 1968, housing starts 
should be at a sustained annual 
rate of around 1.430.000 . . , 
We may well hit higher peaks.” 
HANDS-OFF STAND 
Albert M. Cole, head of the 
Federal Housing and Home Fi­ 
nance Agency, said the govern­ 
ment has adopted a hands-off 
stand on segregation in private 
housing. 
Cole told a news conference 
held in connection with the 
real estate convention that the 
federal government “has no 
responsibility for segregation 
in housing,” even if it is in­ 
sured by the FHA or the Vet­ 
erans Administration. 
He also told the convention 
“There is not, and never will 
be, enough money in the fed­ 
eral treasury” to clear up all 
slums 
and

blight problems.

Robbers Kill 
West's Growth Rate 


TRAVELED 100 M IL LIO N MILES 


WASHINGTON d’PD — America's first earth satellite, 
the Army’s Explorer I. has traveled more than 100 mil­ 
lion miles through space since it was launched on Feb. 1. 
The Naval Research Laboratory said the cigar-shaped 
satellite has covered 104,170,075 miles in its 3,475 trips 
around the world. The artificial moon now is circling the 
earth once every 112.06 minutes. 
The laboratory also said that of the four satellites 
aloft, only this country’s Vanguard I still was radioing 
scientific data from space. One of its two radios was broad­ 
casting. The transmitters aboard all other satellites have 
gone dead. 
The laboratory said Vanguard has covered 83,533.240 
miles in 2,507 trips around the earth since it was launched 
March 17. 
The Russians’ huge laboratory Sputnik III has circled 
the earth 2,397 times for 67,561,842 miles since it was shot 
into the sky May 15. 
The Army’s Explorer IV, launched 
July 26, has covered 37,153,840 miles in 1,360 orbits.

The north cen­ 
tral states had a growth rate 
equal to the national average 
and the south’s population in­ 
creased almost as much— 14 
per cent.

'states lagged wTell behind the 
average with a 9 per cent 
growth rate. 


As of July 1, the estimated 


population of the United States 
was 173,260.000 of which 171,. 
433,000 were civilians. The es­ 
timated population including 
servicemen 
stationed 
o v e r ­ 
seas was 174,064,000. 


Six of the nation's 10 fastest 
growing 
states, 
percentage 
wise, are in the West. Three 
are in the South and one is in 
the North Central region. 


The 10 states and percen­ 
tages of increase are: Nevada 
67 per cent, Florida 60, Arizo­ 
na 52, Delaware, 43, California 
35, Colorado 29, Maryland 26, 
Utah 25, New Mexico 24 and 
Michigan 23. 
Seven states have boosted 
their population by more than 
one million since 1950. 
The estimate of California’s 
population on July 1 was 14,- 
337,0000; Nevada 267,000; Ari­

ALTADENA (UPD—“He just 
had to die. He was an inferior 
personality.” 
Bruce Harlow Ginn, 18-year- 
old “intellectual,” thus yester­ 
day explained to Los Angeles 
sheriffs deputies why he se­ 
cretly bought a mail order re­ 
volver and used it to kill his 
athletic and fun-loving brother, 
Edward, 14. He was charged 
with murder. 
“I decided a year ago I’d 
have to kill Ted (Edward's 
nickname) because he was no 
good. 
“I couldn’t stand the thought 
of Ted 
being 
married 
and 
bringing kids into the world. 
Everything he did was bad. 
“I’m not sorry a bit.” 
Ginn made his statement as 
though trying to make depu­ 
ties understand why it was ne­ 
cessary for him to shoot his 
brother seven times Wednes­ 
day in the family home. He also 
killed a pet Boston terrier dog, 
Razz, with one shot through 
the head. 


Ginn, 
a 
tall, 
hazel-eved 
youth, quit high school in his 
senior year last year when his 
grades began dropping. His 
parents sent him to a psychia­ 
trist against his will. 
Harry A. Ginn, 49, the fath­ 
er. a water company employee, 
said Bruce wasn’t physically 
fit to engage in sports. “He 
spent time reading books,” the 
father said. “He was an intel­ 
lectual.” 
Ginn 
said 
he 
had 
saved 
money over a long period of 
time until he had the $16.10 
with which to buy a .22-caliber 
revolver from a mail order 
firm. 
He 
received 
the gun 
about six weeks ago and kept it 
hidden until Wednesday when 
his parents were out of the 
house. 
“I loaded the gun and waited 
in my parents’ bedroom for 
him to come home from school. 
I heard him arrive about 4 
p.m., 
go 
to 
our 
bedroom, 
change clothes and then go to 
the bathroom. 
“I stood in front of the bath­ 
room and listened. When my 
brother opened the door I fired 
one shot and it hit him in the 
left arm. Edward spun around, 
fell against the door and push­ 
ed it closed. 
“ ‘Go and get a doctor, I’m 
hurt, go get a doctor,’ he 
pleaded.” 
Ginn said his brother open­ 
ed the door about three inches 
and showed him his bloody arm 
and then closed the door again. 
“I have only one shell in 
here,” Ginn told his brother.

SACRAMENTO (UPD— A com­ 
mittee of legislators, trying to 
determine how much informa­ 
tion about narcotics should be 
taught in the public schools, 
listened to a second round of 
experts today. 
The lawmakers heard testi­ 
mony from a long list of doc­ 
tors, psychiatrists and educa­ 
tors yesterday. Their sugges­ 
tions ran all the way from 
“teach everything about nar­ 
cotics” to “don’t teach any­ 
thing about dope.” 


FACE PARADOX 
The paradox facing the joint 
committee was summed up by 
Walter C. Bailey, a lecturer at 
UCLA, who said most addicts 
do not know the facts about 
what drugs do to them, yet 
young people “go in for for­ 
bidden activities” and stories 
about 
the 
horrors 
of 
dope 
might make them curious. 
Bailey said he thought the 
ultimate solution lay in chang­ 
ing public opinion about nar­ 
cotic a d d i c t s . He said he 
thought they should be consid­ 
ered sick instead of criminals 
and should be given medical 
help instead of being sent to 
prison. 
“Young people don’t go for 
being sick,” Bailey said, 
FACTUAL INFORMATION 
Dr. Karl Bowman, a retired 
medical doctor who served on 
the faculties of University of 
California, Harvard and New 
York University, urged that in­ 
formation about narcotics be 
presented to students “in a 
factual, unemotional way.” 
He hit at the “false idea that 
anyone who uses drugs is a 
hopeless degenerate.” 
Dr. Bowman said teachers 
who try to “dress up” their 
presentation of narcotics in­ 
formation by exaggerating the 
horrors^ of addiction “will do 
more harm than good.”

In Italy— Here's Why

NEW YORK (UPP— Here are 
the main reasons why Italians 
are among the w orld’s heaviest 
consumers of alcohol but at the 
same time have one of the low­ 
est rates for alcoholism in the 
world: 
They drink wine and they 
drink it for health, in their 
opinion, and rarely for stim ula­ 
tion. To them wine-drinking is 
taken for granted— it causes no 
comment and needs no de­ 
fense. And they eat when they 
drink. 
This is from the final report 
of a years-long 
comparative

study of the drinking and eat­ 
ing of 247 representative Ital­ 
ians and 251 representative de­ 
scendants of Italian emigrants 
to the United States. 
These 
Americans 
do 
not 
handle alcohol nearly as well 
as their racial brethren in Italy, 
the study showed. They con­ 
sume less alcohol but have a 
much higher rate of alcoholism. 
They drink whisky and beer in 
the main rather than wine and 
they drink not for health but 
to be ‘sociable-’ and for kicks. 
They separate drinking and 
eating, and they find it neces­ 
sary to defend even moderate 
drinking. In these and other 
particulars they conform to the 
common American “pattern.” 
The detailed scientific study 
was under the auspices of the 
Yale (University) Center of Al­ 
coholic Studies. 


PURPOSE STATED 
The purpose of the study 
was stated succinctly-by Mark 
Keller, editor of the complete 
report 
published 
by 
Yale: 
“That drinking m ust precede 
alcoholism is obvious,” he said. 
“Equally obvious but not al­ 
ways sufficiently considered Is 
the fact that drinking is not 
necessarily followed by alco­ 
holism.” 
The Americans of Italian de­ 
scent were both taller and fat­ 
ter than the Italians; they had 
had more education and had a 
higher standard of living. They 
were “heavy eaters” by and 
large while the Italians were 
“m oderate 
eaters” 
and 
also 
monotonous eaters. The A m eri­ 
cans were "irregular, sporadic” 
eaters. 


PROTECTIONS LOST 
The report found that the 
drinking behavior of Italians 
“provides a variety of protec­ 
tions against some dangerous 
effects of alcoholic beverage.” 
But when Italians become Am­ 
ericans these protections are 
lost. The study traced increas­ 
ing degrees of loss in first, sec­ 
ond, and third generation Italo- 
Americans. 
It gave emphasis to the psy­ 
chological 
side of American 
drinking. In Italy, this side is 
minor, since wine is a food, like 
any food. But in America. “The 
custom of using alcoholic bev­ 
erages separately from other 
food 
items— notably 
at 
the 
cocktail hour— is linked with 
a search for the psychological 
effects of alcohol.” And this 
“cannot fail to favor those con­ 
ditions which are conducive to 
intoxication and the excessive 
use of alcohol.”

PHONE RINGS 


When the telephone rang, 
the intruder had Jean answer 
it. It was her brother, Mason, 
7, asking why his mother had 
not come to art school for him. 
The intruder had Jean tell him 
his mother was taking a bath. 
Mason called back a few 
minutes later and said the art 
teacher.was sending him home 
in a taxicab. When the taxi ar­ 
rived, the gunman had Jean go 
outside and pay the driver 
with a $5 bill. 
A short time later the young­ 
er Mrs. Brooks’ husband drove 
up and the intruder went out­ 
side to meet him. They scuffled 
in front of the house and 
Brooks fled for help.

The gunman then returned 
to the house and shot the two 
women. 
Van Allen, meanwhile, had 
managed to work loose and at­ 
tempted a break. The intruder 
grappled with him but the mu­ 
sic teacher tore loose and ran 
from the house. 
Van Allen got into his car 
and drove away as the gunman 
fired several shots at him. The 
slayer then left the house. 
Van Allen drove to a store 
and reported the incident.

Russians Promised Paradise' By 1970 


MOSCOW 
(JP»—'The 
Soviet 
government today promised its 
people the highest living stand­ 
ards in the world by 1970. 
The promise was made in a 
report 
on 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev’s seven-year eco­ 
nomic plan which was approv­ 
ed Wednesday by the Commun­ 
ist Party Central Committee. 
The plan for the years 
1959-1965 calls for an 80 per 
cent increase in Russian in­ 
dustrial production. This will

MOSCOW (H — Nikolai Bul­ 
ganin today was publicly brand­ 
ed an enemy of the Communist 
Party after serving in its high 
command almost since the 1917 
revolution. 
The former Soviet premier, 
already reduced to a minor pro­ 
vincial job, was expected to be 
stripped soon of membership 
in the party’s Central Commit­ 
tee— his last claim to import­ 
ance. 


CASUAL MENTION 
The denunciation of Bulga­ 
nin was contained almost cas­ 
ually in a report on the Soviet 
seven-year economic 
plan of 
P r e m i e r Nikita Khruschev, 
once Bulganin’s comrade in 
government. The report was is­ 
sued after a meeting Wednes­ 
day of the Central Committee. 
Moscow radio said the report 
mentioned “ the exposure and 
routing of the anti-party group 
of Malenkov, Kaganovich, Molo­ 
tov, Bulganin and Shepilov who 
joined them, who slid down the 
road to faction-splitting activ­ 
ity.” 
This was the first time that 
the name of the ailing 63-year- 
old Bulganin had been included 
as a member of “ the anti-party 
group.” 
The other four were 
ousted from party 
leadership 
in late June, 1957, on charges 
of collusion and intrigue. 


MINOR POSTS 
V. M. Molotov, former pre­ 
mier and foreign minister, was 
named ambassador to Outer 
Mongolia; 
Georgi 
Malenkov, 
premier before Bulganin, was 
made a provincial power sta­ 
tion manager; 
Lazar Kagano­ 
vich, 
former deputy premier 
and industrial expert, became 
a provincial executive in the 
building 
materials 
industry, 
and Dmitri Shepilov, 
former 
foreign 
minister, 
headed 
a 
scientific institute in Soviet 
Central Asia. 
Bulganin submitted his resig­ 
nation as premier last March 
27. He became chairman of the 
state bank. On Aug. 15 he was 
demoted to chairman of the 
Council of the National Econ­ 
omy in Stavropol in the north­ 
ern Caucasus. 
On Sept. 6 Moscow Radio said 
Bulganin had 
been 
removed 
from the presidium, the key

Committee.

claimed. 
This “will provide a real 
foundation for overtaking and 
out-stripping per capita pro­ 
duction in the United States” 
by 1970, according to the re­ 
port. 
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By 1970 or possibly earlier, 
the report adds, “the U.S.S.R. 
will take first place in the 
world both for absolute volume 
of production and for per capi­ 
ta production, which will in­ 
sure the highest living stand­ 
ards in the world.” 
Such economic success would 
prove the absolute superiority 


of communism over capitalism, 
the report declared. 
The report will be delivered 
at the 21st party congress, 
scheduled for next January. 
At a date not yet announced it 
will be presented to the Su­ 
preme Soviet, Russia's parlia­ 
ment, for certain approval. 
The seven-year plan was 


sentcd as part of a 15-year 
developm ent program which 
“provides the necessary con­ 
ditions to be created for com ­ 
pleting the transition to com ­ 
munism.” 
The 
report 
re­ 
frains from promising a date 
for the Soviet millenium of 
pure communism in which 
each contributes according 
to his ability and is rewarded 
onv according to need. 


The report touches on almost 
all phases of Russian life, from 
Khrushchev's new work-plus- 
study educational system to 
expansion of airlines. But pri­ 
mary emphasis is placed on 
heavy industry. 
The volume of state capital 
investments during the next 
seven years will almost equal 
capital investments in the 41 
years 
of 
Communist 
rule, 


Khrushchev said. 
At the same time he prom­ 
ised a better life to the more 
than 200 million Russians. The 
real incomes of factory and of­ 
fice workers will increase an 
average of 40 per cent and of 
collective farmers by no less 
than 40 per cent, the report 
said. 
Improvements in 
pensions 
and health service plus alle­ 
viation of the housing short­ 
age also were promised. 
The 
report 
says, 
“The 
U.S.S.R. will have the world’s 
shortest 
working 
day 
and 


working w eek.” 
The 
official 
news 
agency 
Tass issued three versions of 
how this will be accomplished. 
Avoiding flat commitment, 
two versions said a five-day 
work week “is suggested” for 
factory 
and 
office 
workers, 
who will number 66 million in 
1965. 
A third version said 
that for those working six or 
seven hours a day, “a five- 
day working week, with two 
days off a week, is to be intro­ 
duced” at an unspecified time, 
but presumably within the sev­ 
en-year plan.

TV Coverage Of Sports Events 


Leaves Much To The Imagination 


Watching a sporting event on TV is 
like 
watching 
a 
Minsky 
rehearsal 
through a keyhole. 
You get a good idea of what is coming 
off but too much is left to the imagina­ 
tion. 
The recent World Series telecast is a 
good case in point. At such an event the 
camera placement and picture coverage 
is the finest possible, with every effort 
being made to bring baseball fans right 
smack dab into the ball park. 
And still, by the time we 
turned off the TV set after 
the final out of each game we

felt like the fellow who had 
his New York steak removed 
by the waitress while he turned 
his head to ogle the blonde at 
the next table . . . hungry and 
frustrated. 
A good part of the real en­ 
joyment of baseball as a spec­ 
tator sport is to watch the in­ 
tricate strategems of offensive 
and defensive maneuvers over 
the complete field of play, not 
just the pitcher, catcher and 
batter. This sort of pix is en­ 
tirely lost on TV. It is no won­ 
der that so many would-be fans, 
weaned on TV baseball, wonder 
why some people get so excited 
over what seems to them a very 
dull game. 


THE SA M E TH ING applies 
to TV football. As the camera 
narrows down on the offensive 
backfield the over-all picture of 
defensive and offensive deploy­ 
ment of men is completely lost 
to the viewer. And how often 
a cameraman is fooled by a 
clever quarterback and you 
find yourself looking at a pile 
of players, while the ball car­ 
rier is racing downfield out of 
view. 
Another annoyance is the 
loss of perspective runs, and 
orientation. Two yard gains 
sometimes look like tremen­ 
dous runs, and “fifty yard” 
passes end up with second 
down and three to go. 
In televised baseball, one of 
the “interesting” shots is the 
view of pitcher and batter from 
a point in centerfield. The price 
of this pix is so much distortion

SON, in ever lovin’ living color, 
with a full view of the field 
of action, full hearing of all 
the sounds and, yes, full smell­ 
ing of all the smells that are 
an inherent part of the game. 
Skiatron or pay TV of one 
kind of another will be with 
us in a year or two because it 
is a cinch money maker, and 
money is the thing that makes 
the wheels go ’round. 
A very wise man recently 
said that “television is chew­ 
ing gum for the eyes.” 
I pray that the American 
sports fan never gets so lazy 
or complacent that TV becomes 
his “linus blanket” and sports 
events are acted out to empty 
stands. 


New York Launches Drive To Form 
Third, Independent Major League 


NEW 
YORK 
W—For 
the 
first time since the Federal 
League era nearly half a cen­ 
tury ago organized 
baseball 
was confronted today with the 
threat of an independent third 
major league. 
New 
York 
City, 
virtually 
abandoning hopes of obtaining 
a National League franchise, 
set in motion the drive for the 
new league. 
Baseball 
officials, 
already 
faced with such problems as 
controlling television, anti-trust 
inquiries and collapsing minor 
leagues, met the surprise move 
with generally skeptical com­ 
ments. 
Even baseball-minded 
people in major-hungry minor 
league cities viewed the pro­ 
posal warily. 
Baseball Commissioner Ford 
Frick said, “Baseball is not go­ 
ing to be sledge-hammered.” 
Frank Lane, general mana­ 
ger of the Cleveland Indians, 
quipped, “First I think they 
have to catch one team before 
they can catch eight.” 


But it was this inability of 
the nation's largest city to 
catch a team to replace the 
Giants and Dodgers that touch­ 
ed off the latest bomb. 
William Shea, chairman of 
Mayor Robert Wagner’s com­ 
mittee on baseball, announced 
at a press conference yesterday 
that the committee, convinced 
that it is getting nowhere in 
its bid to land a National 
League franchise, would start 
negotiations for a third major 
league with an unnamed Na­ 
tional League executive.

SAFARI was Mrs. W alter S. Heller 
of San Rafael who posed with a klip­ 
springer she brought down in the 
hunt. The klipspringer, an agile little 
antelope, is a rock dweller and has 


often been called the “African cham­ 
ois.” Height is about 20 inches and 
the coat is speckled yellow and black. 
The meat is “good eating,” Mrs. Hel­ 
ler reports. Mrs. Heller left on the 
safari early in September. 


A MAGNIFICENT ANIMAL is the 
greater kudu. Mrs. Heller is shown 
with one she shot on the safari. Kudus 
often weigh 900 pounds. They are 
grayish-brown with vertical white 
stripes on the sides of the body.

females are hornless. The males have 
magnificent horns.

On Big Game Hunt

“The lion was lying in the tall grass. I had to see 
which way he faced. Then I shot. He gave a terrible 
roar, jumped into the air and came for me. Then he 
dropped dead. It was a heart shot.” Thus, calmly, Mrs. 
W alter S. Heller of San Rafael describes one of the epi­ 
sodes of her big game hunt in Africa.

the safari which left Arusha in 
Tanganyika the first of Septem­ 
ber. 
The party was led by the 
famous white hunter. George 
Dove, a British colonial, whose 
language is as picturesque as 
his appearance. Others on the 
safari were a young white man, 
Donald Rungren, son of the 
great elephant hunter, and sev­ 
en Africans. 
When they started out Dove 
had warned Mrs. Heller to stay 
in her tent after dark no matter 
how 
f r i g h t e n e d she was. 
“You’re safer there.” But she 
admits it was a bit terrifying to 
lie in the darkness and hear 
lions roar, monkeys chattering, 
leopards coughing and other 
wild animals grunting and root­ 
ing around her tent. 
Mrs. Heller, who has hunted 
deer in Marin and other Cali­ 
fornia counties since she was a 
girl, says of the African expe­ 
dition: “I thought it ‘sissy’ com- 
pared to deer hunting.” 
She 
explains she refers to the many 
comforts on a safari as opposed 
to the rough life of a deer camp 
and not to the dangers encoun­ 
tered. Dove told her if she had 
to hunt big game 10 months of 
the year as he did she would 


want all the comforts and con­ 
veniences possible. 
He is so 
much in demand as a safari 
leader that Mrs. Heller had to 
make reservations with him a 
year and a half in advance of 
her expedition. 
BATTLE OF THE WILD 
In August Mrs. Heller flew 
to Greece and after making a 
two weeks’ cruise around the 
islands flew to Nairobi, capital 
of Kenya. Before the safari got 
underway, Dove took Mrs. Hel­ 
ler to the Nairobi game parks 
and 
the 
two 
famous 
rhino 
where she saw a herd of 80 ele­ 
phants, bulls, cows and calves, 
calves Gladys and Gertie. One 
of the blood curdling sights was 
a lioness stalking a giraffe and 
the battle- following. The lion­ 
ess roared and attacked. 
The 
giraffe jumped on the back of 
the attacker, kicking it furious­ 
ly and then plunged into the 
bush. 
The lioness was lamed 
but continued after the giraffe. 
Dove said, “She'll close in for 
the kill soon.” 
In the safari Mrs. Heller rode 
in the jeep with Dove, young 
Rungren and the two African 
gun bearers. In a large truck 
were the other Africans, a skin­ 
ner, a cook, a camp boy, a laun- 
dryman and the driver, and the 
tents and other camp equip­ 
ment. There were no roads and 
they traveled 
over elephant 
trails from water hole to water 
hole. In South Nasailand they 
saw the Nasai warriors, fierce 
looking men wearing shields 
over their chests, their faces 
painted. They carry spears and 
kill lions with these. Herdsmen, 
they have killed lions for cen­ 
turies to protect their animals 
and the lions, who would attack 
a white man, run from the Na- 
sais. The cattle are watched as 
they graze during the day and 
at night are put in a corral with 
a high thorn bush fence.

Pelts and 
horns were processed so they 
could be preserved as trophies 
and the carcasses were cut up.

But most of all, Mrs. Heller 
wranted to bring down a leo­ 
pard.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Action Needed To Put State 
School Board Under Voters 


Before the election last week, we en­ 
couraged the voters of Marin to vote 
No on Prop. 13, a measure which would 
make the state superintendent of public 
instruction appointive. It was badly de­ 
feated. 
In our editorial, we pointed out that 
we believed he should be appointive. 
But because the State Board of Educa­ 
tion is also appointive, making him ap­ 
pointive at this time would remove from 
the voters the only direct control of the 
schools at state level. Therefore we ad­ 
vised the No vote. 
We don't like to oppose a corrective 
measure for a known problem unless 
we think there is a better solution. 
There is a better solution and we believe 
the Legislature should consider it at its 
next session. 
We suggest that the superintendent 
of public instruction be appointed by the 
State Board of Education, but that the 
state board be elective, not appointive. 
It is important that we keep the con­ 
trol of the schools close to the people. 
It is also important that there be a con­ 
tinuity of ideas on the board as the years 
pass. 
Therefore we propose that the educa­ 
tion board be elected by district, per­ 
haps five of them, although w e’re not 
adamant on the number. (The present 
board has 11 members.) Each district 


should have two board members, each 
serving four year terms, but their terms 
should be staggered so that one would 
be elected every two years. 


This would accomplish two purposes. 
First, it would keep continuity of think­ 
ing on the board, because no more than 
half the members would ever be up for 
election at one time. Second, the voters 
all over the state would have to vote for 
a member of their board of education 
every two years, thus keeping the board 
closer to them and keeping the voters 
more aware of the education board and 
its responsibilities. 


Once upon a time it might not have 
been so important for the public to have 
direct control of the state educational 
operation. It was much more supervis­ 
ory at a high level and had little or no 
control over the school districts. 
All 
that has changed now. Sacramento and 
its bureaus have a tremendous influence 
over local school districts, both through 
the purse strings and official edict. 
It 
is important that the people have a def­ 
inite say in how this bureau is set up. 


So we urge our legislators to intro­ 
duce and push legislation which will 
again put on the ballot a measure to 
make the schools chief appointive, but 
one which will also make the education 
board elective.

W A SH IN G TON UP) — New 
civil rights legislation was not 
in th e 12-point p ro g ra m pro ­ 
posed by th e D em o crats’ S en­ 
ate le ad e r— Sen. Lyndon Jo h n ­ 
son of Texas — for th e new 
C ongress sta rtin g in Ja n u ary . 


B ut it seem s c e rtam some 
kind of civil rig h ts legislation 
well be offered, p articularly

Actress Says She Gained Maturity 


During 8 Months In Mental Clinic 


(Last of a Series) 
By CYNTHIA LOWRY 


WESTPORT, Conn. <£) — 
Gene Tierney’s eight months 
as a patient in a Topeka, Kan., 
mental clinic were the most im­ 
portant days in her life, the 
beautiful film star says. 


„ There Gene not only learned i 
about the emotions which al­ 
most destroyed her in the midst 
of a flourishing career but also 
how to avoid such traps in the 
future. 
. “ I had never been ill before,” 
she says. “ When I first began 
to feel that something was 
wrong, I kept my troubles— my 
anxieties and my fears—to my­ 
self.” 
Gene’s marriage to Oleg Cas­ 
sini ended in divorce in 1952. 
Her first child, Daria, is men­ 
tally retarded. These misfor­ 
tunes contributed to her men­ 
tal strain. By the time she went 
through her widely publicized 
romance with Aly Khan— a ro­ 
mance which came to nothing 
—she was already deep in the 
shadows. 


Her solitary struggle with 
encroaching mental illness 
taught her, Gene says, that a 
stiff upper lip cannot cure 
worsening mental b r e a k ­ 
down, 
nor 
does 
throwing 
oneself into work. 


“ It takes a long time to be­ 
come emotionally sick and it 
takes almost as long to get 
well,” she reflects. “Mental ill­ 
ness isn’t like a virus attack. 
Recovery is like unraveling a 
Sweater: You take your life 
apart stitch by stitch, and with 
the help of the doctor, study 
one part of the pattern and 
then another.” 
When she entered the clinic, 
she expected it would take two 
years to get well. Instead, she 
fiade such a fast convalescence 
tliat after six months of psychi­ 
atric counseling she graduated 
to a second seminar: One which 
taught her to live and work 
again. 
Discharged in mid-August, 
Gene has been assured by her 
doctors she is all right, able to 


return to the stage and to re­ 
sume 
the 
responsibility 
of 
bringing up her 10-year-old 
daughter, Tina. 


Miss Tierney soon will re­ 
turn to Hollywood, to make 
a television film version of 
the play, “A Doll’s House” 
which she was rehearsing 
when mental illness tempor­ 
arily halted her career. 


“ I think the eight months 
gave me a maturity I lacked be­ 
fore,” she says. “And in my 
case maturity means not doing 
anything I feel I’m not up to. 
It means eliminating from my 
life people who affect me un­ 
pleasantly; it means to have no 
truck at all with those who up­ 
set me emotionally, who make 
me angry or frustrated or boil 
me up. I must not allow myself 
to get into situations where I 
feel trapped.” 
Meanwhile, at home in West­ 
port, Gene is leading a quiet 
life, broken occasionally by a 
visit or a date in New York. 
She is dieting off the last five 
pounds which will return her 
to her working weight of 118 
pounds, knitting and sewing a 
bit and restudying her lines in 
the adaptation of the I bs e n 
play. One memento of her ill­ 
ness is a framed watercolor in 
the hall of the charming Tier­ 
ney home. 


“It’s curious,” ’ she says, 


looking at the gay, floral still 
life. “I painted a lot — and 
quite well when I was most 
ill. I don’t even know’ how to 
handle a brush now that I’m 
well.” 


With her two poodles, Ram 
and Johnn?, trailing her, she 
goes back to a corner of the liv­ 
ing room, sinks into a wing 
chair and resumes knotting a 
sweater for Tina. 
“ It takes time to get over a 
mental illness and few people 
can afford the best care,” she 
says. “From now on I’ll, do 
everything I can to help the 
cause: Talk about it, help raise 
funds. You can lose an arm or a 
a leg and it really isn’t so bad. 
To lose your mind is the most 
dreadful thing: the mind is the 
most beautiful part of the body 
and to lose it is the greatest 
tragedy.”

Wafer Law 


Ready To Go 


SACRAMENTO UP—A com­ 
promise state w'ater law aimed 
at ending California’s prolong­ 
ed north-south water dispute 
has the approval of a legisla­ 
tive subcommittee represent­ 
ing both sides. 
The eight-man subcommittee 
unanimously approved the fifth 
draft of a proposed constitu­ 
tional amendment yesterday, 
ending a year and a half of 
work in which numerous plans 
have been thrown out. 


MORE HURDLES 
The amendment still faces 
the full committee, the Legis­ 
lature and a vote of the people. 
A final answer would await the 
1960 election. 
The essentially simple plan 
would leave the 
details of 
water development up to the 
state Water Resources Depart­ 
ment, but keep the p u r s e 
strings in the Legislature. 
It also would set up the 
mammoth California w a t e r 
fund, a special fund to contain 
about 700 million dollars at the 
start and to be financed par­ 
tially by bond issues. 


NO GUARANTEE 
The amendment doesn’t in­ 
clude the iron-clad guarantee 
of a fixed amount of water ask­ 
ed by mfftny southerners. How­ 
ever, it keeps enough control 
in the hands of the south-domi­ 
nated Legislature that subcom­ 
mittee members are optimistic 
about its chances for passage. 
The next hurdle is the 18- 
man Joint Committee on Water 
Resources Problems, w h i c h 
meets in Sacramento Dec. 8. 


SUPPLY ASSURED 
The amendment includes a 
statement that “ No area of the 
state shall be deprived . . . of 
any water needed to satisfy the 
requirements of such area.” 
Under the proposed law, the 
D e p a r t m e n t of Water Re­ 
sources would submit a list of 
p r o j e c t s to the Legislature 
which could be rejected by a 
majority vote. If, not specifi­ 
cally 
rejected, 
the 
projects 
would be authorized automati­ 
cally after 30 days. 
In addition, the Legislature 
would have the right to initiate 
its own projects by a tw;o-thirds 
vote of both houses.

Rockefeller Brothers Are Close, 


But Differ In Personality, Goals 


Bv ja c k v. FOX 
NEW YORK UP) — On the 
56th floor of the central sky­ 
scraper in the towers of Rocke­ 
feller Center is a door with the 
lettering: 
“Rockefeller, Office of the 
Messrs.” 
Behind that door are the of­ 
fices of the world’s wealthiest 
clan — John D. Jr., 84, and 
four of his five sons: John D. 
Ill, 52; Nelson, 50; Laurance, 
48; and David, 43. 
If necessary, space can be 
found for Winthrop, 46, and 
for the one sister, Mrs. Abbe 
Mauze, 54. 
CLOSE-KNIT FAMILY 
Nelson, 
governor-elect 
of 
New York and a 1960 Repub­ 
lican presidential possibility, is 
now by far the best known of 
the Rockefellers. But this is a 
close-knit family and seldom 
does one take a major step 
without consulting the others. 
Nelson, for example, asked 
his father and brothers to meet 
with him in Suite 5600 last 
winter before making the final 
decision to put a Rockefeller 
in the political arena. 
Each of the grandchildren of 
the late John D. has a fortune 
of more than 100 Inillion dol­ 
lars. The father’s wealth is es­ 
timated at more than 500 mil­ 
lion dollars. The family is esti­ 
mated to have given away 2 
billion dollars altogether rang­ 
ing from the dimes John D. 
passed out to such projects as 
buying up a vast tract in the 
Grand Tetons and donating it 
as a national park. 
DIFFERENT TYPES 
The brothers are consider­ 
ably different in temperament 
and ambition. 
John D. Ill calls himself “the 
shy one.” His main occupation

Nelson is the one with the 
greatest drive for public recog­ 
nition. He is the only one of 
the brothers not to see service 
in World War II but that was 
because he was ordered by the 
White House to stay on in 
Washington as special assistant 
on Latin American affairs. 
Laurance is looked upon as 
the most ambitious speculator. 
After donating half the island 
of St. John in the Virgin Is­ 
lands as a national park, he has 
built on remaining property a 
magnificent luxury housing col­ 
ony. 
lie has a fancy for investing 


in gadgets, electronic devices 
and supersonic aircraft. One 
of his first and best invest­ 
ments was in Eastern Airlines. 
WINTHROP’S BOBO 
Winthrop lives apart from 
the family. He settled 6 million 
dollars on Bobo Rockefeller in 
their divorce and then moved 
to Arkansas where he created 
a huge model farm. He is now 
married to the former Mrs. 
Jeanette Edris. 
Winthrop is the only one of 
the boys ever to do hard work 
with his hands. A youth of six 
foot three and weighing 225 
pounds, he dropped out of Yale 
and went to work as a hand 
in the Texas oil fields. He spent 
five years in the Army and 
was wounded off Okinawa. 
David, the youngest brother, 
is “the serious one.” He is vice 
chairman of the board of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank. 
GIVEAWAY ARTISTS 
It is estimated that the fam­ 
ily gives away 7 million dollars 
a year exclusive of the myriad 
grants made by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. They are active in 
about 200 philanthropic causes.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The 
county board of supervisors 
yesterday unanimously approv­ 
ed a law banning the use of 
fuel oil by electric steam gen­ 
erating plants during the five- 
month smog season from May 
1 to Sept. 30. 
Smog-troubled residents ap­ 
plauded the decision which will 
prohibit the plants from using 
high sulphur content fuel oil 
during that period. Only the 
use of natural gas will be al­ 
lowed 
for steam 
generating 
plants during the smog sea­ 
son, under the new law. 
Oil experts had claimed dur­ 
ing the heated hearings that 
the ban will mean a loss of 25 
million dollars in revenue to 
producers of fuel oil. 
The board, aware of citizen 
dissatisfaction with worsening 
smog 
problem, 
declined 
to 
postpone passage of the bill 
for 60 days as proposed by the 
local chamber of commerce 
and the Oil and Gas Assn. 
The area has had five smog 
alerts this year compared with 
only one last year.

SACRAMENTO (UPD— A na­ 
tional official said yesterday 
the California National Guard 
will be completely reorganized 
beginning Jan. 1 to face the 
possibility of a missile war. 


The statem ent was made by 
Maj. Gen. Donald W. McGowan, 
chief of the National Guard 
B ureau’s Army Division, a key­ 
note speaker at a conference

250 National 
Guard officers from eight west­ 
ern states, Alaska and Hawaii. 
McGowan told newsmen that 
the Guard was modernizing to 
meet the missile threat and 
would, in event of war, be able 
to mobilize overnight. 


“We are recasting the whole 
National Guard setup,” he said. 
He pointed out that the Guard 
now has four missiles in the 
Long Beach area and other
